Off-flavors usually are caused by

enough. Drying out is caused by 
poor wrapping. Poor wrapping will 
also cause discoloration. 
Many homemakers have found 
th at in frying chicken previously 
frozen, often the crust will flake 
off the pieces. This is the result 
of a drip or oo.< 
Sharp freezing 
at 20 degrees F below zero and 
keeping the proc act at zero w ith­ 
out fluctuation in tem peratures 
will prevent this difficulty. Too 
high tem peratures <»r fluctuation 
in storage will cause crystals in 
the product to enlarge, break down 
more q nckly and release juices. 
Constant lo wtemperat ¡res also 
will prevent rancidity. 
With th< e various factors con­ 
trol 1-d, frozen 
poultry 
products 
have been kept in lockei boxes 
for a year and a half w ithout loss 
< f quality. U wever most hi mc- 
makers will find it more economi­ 
cal and praet cal to use frozen 
poultry mean- > ithin a year, add­ 
ing new’ supplies to their lockers 
as another ci 
of fryers is avail­ 
able.
